NAVAL PHOTOGRAPHER'S 
LETTER 
Dear Brothers in Christ: 

In the Navy and other services, 
those who know the Lord Jesus and 
enjoy this great salvation can see and 
feel so keenly the need of this WON- 
DERFUL JESUS in the lives of those 
around us. Here there is always a 
sense of the closeness of LIFE—and 
death. As we stand and cling to the 
Rock of Ages in the midst of this vast 
rushing stream of humanity that is 
flowing so swiftly on to eternity, the 
overwhelming evidence we _ observe 
speaks but one message — the vast 
majority are without Christ. 

It causes the Christian to feel some- 
thing of the experience of John Har- 
per as he drifted amid the wreckage 
and among the souls who were strug- 
gling to stay afloat after the 
Titanic went under. You remember 
that as he came within speaking dis- 
tance of each, he would ask, “Are you 
saved?” If the answer was “No”, he 
would shout, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” 
How many souls Heaven gained as the 
results of this last minute, simple 
ministry will never be known in this 
world, but we do know that the LAST 
soul to whom he spoke and the one 
who watched him go under, lived to 
tell the story and how he was saved 
from that moment. 

As we watch the precious souls, 
souls for whom Christ died and shed 
His precious blood, struggling and 
sinking everywhere in the wreckage of 
this perishing, sinking world, we are 
moved to try in every possible way to 
reach them with the Word, the Word 
of eternal life. So it is that I am anx- 
ious to have _ certain scriptures 
printed and prepared as described be- 
low. 

It has been discovered that the 
use of scripture verses in the way it is 
planned to use these is a very effective 
means of getting countless numbers of 
souls to read some of the important 
salvation verses of the Bible, especial- 
ly so in the Service where there are 
so many, many advantageous places 
to use in the manner planned. 

Some of the places that have proven 
to be very good for this type of minis- 
try are in phone booths and beside 
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all pay phones on the left just above 
the receiver hook, also beside or on all 
types of phones; in wash-rooms, in 
the corners of mirrors andon the 
walls at the right places at just above 
eye-level, on walls along which peo- 
ple move in lines for various and sun- 
dry things; on the dash, windshield, 
and windows of our passenger cars, 
where the eyes of any passengers we 
may carry are bound to see, perhaps 
be the means of starting a conversa- 
tion through which they may be led 
to the Lord. Other good places are on 
the back of seats in buses, streetcars, 
and trains, also on the bottom win- 
dows in these, where they in no way 
obstruct the view but at the same 
time are easily seen. 


Of course, the adversary will be 
able to have them torn down or re- 
moved in many cases, but by ex- 
perience I have found it to be true, 
that if they are reposted as soon as it 
is discovered, after the secona or third 
time they very seldom come down, 
for some strange reason. A good prac- 
tice, wherever practical, is to put up 
one verse the first time, expecting it 
may be a “casualty.” If so, replace the 
same one and add a second. If it hap- 
pens again, repeat and this time add 
a third. If the first is not removed, 
after a few days add the second, later 
the third. 


Believe that every real Christian 
who has the fire of evangelism and a 
soul-winning desire in the heart, can 
carry on this ministry and feel per- 
fectly free in so doing. By this means 
we are getting the Word out where it 
shall be read—the best means of 
spreading the gospel to every creature. 
It is in obedience to the command of 
the Lord Jesus, and He is the King and 
highest of all authority, the salvation 
of souls, to carry on such a ministry 
and such a purpose is certainly to be 
as harmless as a dove. It is also good 
to remember at the same time, to obey 
His command to be as wise as a ser- 
pent, and, wherever practical, to post 
these without attracting too much or 
unnecessary attention—Ray D. Wood- 
all.

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oIn the Shadow of the Cross 


“Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and 
the Son of man shall be betrayed unto 
the chief priests, and unto the scrites, 
and they shall condemn him _ to 
death,” Matt. 20:18. 


Six days before the feast of the 
passover Jesus is found at Bethany in 
he home of Lazarus whom He had 
aised from the dead. It was here 
where Mary took a pound of very 
costly ointment and anointed His feet 
and wiped them with her hair. 


Now the people were gathering in 
Jerusalem for the annual feast. Many 
of them had seen and heard Jesus 
preach and were telling wonderful and 
strange stories about Him. Others had 
only heard about Him and were 
anxious to verify the many strange 
things that had been told them about 
Him. 

At this time Christ had been 
preaching about three years in Judea, 
Galilee, Samaria, and Perea, healing 
the sick, casting out devils, unstopping 
deaf ears, opening blinded eyes, and 
raising the dead back to life. He was 
indeed the most prominent and most 
talked about of any man in the world. 
All tongues were telling what they 
knew about Him, because every ear 
was open to the strange stories about 
this mysterious man who had so sud- 
denly arose from obscurity to prom- 
inence and power. ‘ 


As they were going up to Jerusalem 
He took His disciples apart in the way 
and revealed unto them the secret of 
His sufferings and death which were 
to be accomplished at Jerusalem. He 
broke the sad news to them by saying, 
‘Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and 
ne Son of man shall be betrayed unto 
the chief priests and unto the scribes, 
and they shall condemn him to 
death.” 

As Jesus came riding into the city, 
His disciples gave Him a wonderful 
reception. Some spread their garments 
in the way that the beast on which 
He rode might walk over them, while 
others cut branches from the palm 
trees and strewed them in the way, 
and they that went before and they 
that followed, cried saying; “Hosanna, 
blessed is he that cometh in the name 





% f the Lord. Blessed be the kingdom of 


our father David, that cometh in the 
name of the Lord. Hosanna in the 
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highest!” 
The precious, humble people who 
were shouting His. praises fully 


thought that He would be exalted to 
the throne of David, but alas, He was 
not in the shadow of the throne, but 
of the cross. Those who were at the 
head of the political affairs of the na- 
tion had made no preparation for His 
ascension, but had prepared the way 
to the cross for Him. 


The night before His death He met 
with His disciples in a large upper 
room of a good man’s house in Jeru- 
salem. As they sat around a large 
table, the shadow of the cross was 
visibly reflected in the gloom that 
was displayed on the face of every 
one present. Christ made every effort 
to suppress His own sorrow as He 
sought to comfort His weary disciples. 

During this meeting they ate to- 
gether the last passover, after which 
He instituted the holy sacrament and 
washed His disciples’ feet. 

It was in this meeting that Jesus 
said, “One of you will betray me,” 
which added to their ever-increasing 
sorrow. Then Jesus spoke the consol- 
ing words to His disciples, “Let not 
your heart be troubled. If ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father’s house are many mansions. If 
it were not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you, and if 
I go and prepare a place for youl 
will come again and receive you unto 
myself, that where I am there ye may 
be also.” After other parting words 
He lifted His eyes unto heaven and 
prayed that memorial prayer as re- 
corded in the 17th chapter of St. John, 
after which they sang an old familiar 
hymn. Judas had already gone to 
summons the mob to take Christ when 
Jesus and the other eleven disciples 
left the room. They crossed the brook 
Cedron and proceeded on to the foot 
of Mount Olivet about one-half or 
three-quarters of an English mile 
from the walls of Jerusalem where 
was a garden called Gethsemane. Or 
it might be spoken of as an orchard of 
olives, figs, and pomegranates, where 
Jesus had often resorted with His dis- 
ciples for rest and prayer. 

It is now very late bedtime, and they 
were all sleepy and tired from the 
worries of a long, dreadful and busy 
day, but His day’s work was not done.

He said unto His disciples, sit here 
while I go yonder and pray. And He 
took with Him Peter, James and John, 
who seemed to form an inner circle, 
and withdrew a little way from the 
other disciples and began to be very 
heavy and sorrowful. He said unto the 
three, “My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful unto death.” He went a little 
farther and fell on the ground and 
prayed that if it were possible for the 
bitterness of that cup of which He 
was about to drink, to pass. The 
enemy, through the weakness of the 
flesh, was working to defeat God’s 
plan to redeem the world. The flesh 
was weak, but His spirit was strong, 
and in His determination He prayed, 
“Nevertheless not my will but thine 
be done.” 


This was the hardest battle Christ 
ever fought. It was even harder than 
when His worn and tired body was 
stretched upon the cross, and the 
nails were being driven through His 
hands and feet. 


This was a fight against His own 
flesh, against His own will. It was a 
fight to bring His will and flesh to 
conform to the will and plans of God 
for the redemption of sinful humanity. 


He was now suffering for the sins 
of the world. Such agony and burden 
of soul no man had ever borne, and it 
was all He could do to stand up under 
the burden. He became so weak that 
God sent angels to minister unto Him. 

During His suffering in the garden, 
He went away from His disciples three 
times and prayed, returning each 
time to find them sleeping. He tried 
to encourage them, but nothing He 
said seemed to offer any relief tht 
awful night. 

And being in an agony He prayed 
more earnestly, and His sweat was as 
it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. There was such 
terrific pressure upon Him that it ac- 
tually forced blood through the pores 
of His skin. It was not because He was 
afraid to die, but He was tasting death 
not only for Himself but for all men. 
He was suffering for those to live who 
were condemned to die.

Mexico is about 90 per cent Catholic.

Religious Gathering in Moscow 
Orthodox church leaders from all 
parts of Russia, Europe, and Near East 
were scheduled to meet in Moscow 
January 31. One hundred fifty bishops 
are expected to be present, and 
numerous clergymen. The Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the U. S. has been 
invited to send delegates. It is to be 
hoped that whatever form of Chris- 
tianity now remains in Russia, will be 
able to revitalize itself and to actively 
engage in widespread gospel preach- 
ing.

They included 
704 Jews from Rumania and 434 ref- 
ugees who formerly fled to France. 
Thirty Jews from Bukhara arrived by 
sea route from India and an unspeci- 
fied number from Teheran.—The New 
Palestine.

9 Always, when there is a gathering 


of men of God, there is much good ac- 
complished; but this time it seems 
that there was something special 
there—something that filled our 
hearts with an unspeakable anxiety 
for the future. There seemed to be a 
greater consecration, a deeper love, a 
more flint-like determination, a more 

igilant zeal at the close of the South- 

ntral Division overseers’ meeting 
than there was before it began. It 
doesn’t seem possible to me that any 
person who attended these services 
could ever be the same again. It thrills 
me yet to think about it. 

The conference was in Oklahoma 
City, January 9-11. Brother A. V. 
Beaube called the eight overseers in 
his division together and _ greeted 
them with a forthright statement that 
this division is supposed to be “hard” 
and that we must prove in the future 
that no place is “hard” when men will 
pray and put their shoulders to the 
wheel for God. There was, and IS, a 
great challenge before us to prove 
what wondrous things God can do in 
these eight states. I believe every 
overseer caught the vision—because 
all their plans fitted together in one 
glorious harmony of purpose and de- 
sire. 

The sentiment of the Conference: 
“We accept the challenge given us in 
this division.” 

Decisions of the Conference: 

(1) EVANGELISM— 
in both new and old fields. This was 
the subject most stressed during the 
sessions. Brother Beaube, our Assis- 
tant General Overseer, read us statis- 
tics on our progress for the past eight 
years, and we sought methods by 


e we could far outdo everything 


me in the past. 
(2) STATE-WIDE REVIVALS 
Every state overseer was encouraged 
to work and pray toward a state-wide, 
year-round revival. The overseers dis- 
cussed their plans and exchanged 
their thoughts of how this could be 
brought about. 
(3) PRAYER CONFERENCES 
Every overseer made plans to have 
prayer conferences of some sort. Some 
are having a state-wide convocation 
of prayer, others are organizing local 


eee chains in all the churches in 
eir state-wide prayer meetings and

present need of more prayer and con- 
secration. When the eight states begin 
their state-wide prayer meetings and 
local prayer chains, we believe God 
will surely bless every effort. 
(4) TRACT SOCIETY ORGANIZED 

The Church of God South-Central 
States Tract Society, Inc. was dis- 
cussed and organized. We will write 
and publish our own tracts—the vari- 
ous overseers writing on different sub- 
jects, vital for the questions of today. 
These are to be used extensively in 
evangelistic and personal work. 

(5) BIBLE SCHOOL 

A Bible School for this division was 
discussed, but our plans were not 
completed sufficiently to begin it this 
year. 


SERMONS! 
After the overseers heard the chal- 
lenge of what they face, they 


gave their replies in their sermons. 
Soul-inspiring? That is too mild to 
describe what rang through our souls 
as the Word of God fell from the lips 
of these men of God. 


“GROW IN GRACE” 

Brother V. B. Rains, overseer of 
Texas: “ ‘Finally, my brethren, GROW 
IN GRACE..... ,” 2 Peter 3:18. The 
reason of so many spiritual invalids— 
sickly, deformed, dwarfed, crippled 
and diseased—is lack of proper DIET. 
Milk alone isn’t enough. Some who 
have had the blessing for fifteen or 
twenty years are still on the ‘milk 
diet.’ A four or five-year-old boy 
pushing a wagon with one hand and 
holding his bottle of milk with the 
other would look odd, but think of the 
many members of years’ standing 
whose pastor has to still carry the 
‘milk bottle’ to keep them going.” 

Exhortation: “Grow up! Be strong 
and healthy by having some meat, 
vegetables, salads, and desserts along 
with your milk.” 


“PERSONAL CONTACT” 

Brother G. R. Watson, overseer of 
Missouri: “‘Jesus .. . WENT ABOUT 
doing good .. .,’ Acts 10:38. Many nev- 
er attend church who can be reached 
and saved only by personal contact. 
The world is dying for lack of love 
and concern by the people of God. 
Every pastor should be a personal 


worker and also appoint members 
suited for this work—to help him in 
this needy and neglected department 
of the Church’s obligation to the 
community. There is no place in Mis- 
souri for a pastor who is not willing 
to visit and do personal work.” 


“FEED THE CHURCH OF GOD” 

Brother C. M. Jenkerson, overseer of 
Louisiana: “ ‘Feed the Church of God 
..., Acts 20:28. Let us stress holding 
the members we have as well as win- 
ning the lost. How? By going after 
those who are cold, indifferent and 
backslidden. ‘Ye which are spiritual, 
restore ...in the spirit of meekness.’ 
Settle church trouble the Bible way— 
Matthew 18:15-18. Many could be 
saved if this were practiced. Confer- 
ences should be conducted the Bible 
way—businesslike, but with love and 
with interest in those who, if exclud- 
ed, may go from the Church of God in- 
to hell. Some pastors and clerks like 
to ‘clean up’ the church and save the 
DOLLAR PER MEMBER on the ‘dead 
heads.’ What a cheap reason and self- 
ish method of dealing with SOULS!” 


“FISHERS OF MEN” 
Brother M. B. Norris, overseer of 
Arkansas: “‘Let us go into the next 
town with our gospel.’ ‘Follow me and 
I will make you fishers of men,’ Mat- 
thew 4:19. Ministers need to know 
the technique. of fishing—have the 
right kind of bait, the Word of God, 
used with kindness, backed with a 

sincere passion for lost souls.” 


“POWER VERSUS OPPOSITION” 

Brother D. A. Biggs, overseer of 
Colorado: “ ‘Greater is he that is with- 
in you, than he that is in the world,’ 
1 John 4:4. There is no need of mak- 
ing excuses about the times in which 
we are living, for Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, today, and forever. 
His promises stand true TODAY. ‘If 
God be for us, who can be against us?’ 
We have His promises, therefore the 
fault must be in us. The same things 
that brought revivals in the past— 
prayer and fasting, with good living 
and a burden for souls—will bring 
them TODAY. ‘Go... teaching them 
to observe ALL THINGS whatsoever I 
have commanded you .. .’ No doubt 
this is our trouble, failing to OBSERVE 
ALL THINGS as He has commanded.

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Che Demons and Daevils of Fell 6

“And Jesus went about all Galilee, 

. and they brought unto him... 

those which were possessed with 

devils, and those that were lunatick, 

.. and he healed them,” Matt. 4:23, 
24. 


In this message we will cover some 
truth not often enlarged upon in full- 
gospel preaching. However far we may 
seem to come from the beaten track, 
let us consider it is still the truth. 

From the time Satan deceived Adam 
and Eve, to the time Satan through 
antichrist will deceive the whole 
world, we have had and will have the 
demons and devils of hell to deal with. 
In the Bible the demons and devils 
of hell are likened to serpents, frogs, 
dogs, bulls, lions, wolves, dragons, le- 
viathans, fowls, etc. Satan, the devil, 
their leader, is called the angel of the 
bottomless pit, prince of this world, 
prince of the power of the air, a sin- 
ner from the beginning, accuser of the 
brethren, deceiver, liar, murderer, 
tormentor, tempter, and god of this 
world. He is represented as_ wise, 
crafty, subtle, dangerous, wicked; all 
that is bad, hateful, wrong, he is. 

The demons and devils of hell are 
not arrayed against the nations and 
governments of this world. They are 
not against the systems and rule of 
this world. They already have and 
hold them. Neither are they in con- 
flict with the non-evangelistic church- 
es. But they are in deadly mortal and 
immortal conflict With the true saints 
of God who are trying to advance the 
cause of their Lord and Master Jesus 
Christ. Satan and his hosts have had 
six thousand years of experience de- 
ceiving, snaring, and ruining the peo- 
ple of all ages. From the wisest of 
sages and strongest of kings to the 
last man in the ditch he has made his 
fearful slave forever. Yet he has been 
conquered by the people of all ages 
and classes simply by faith in God and 
obedience to the Bible. 

Each demon is a living organism, an 
intelligent being with power of influ- 
ence. They work through the will and 
desire of mankind. They influence, 
then indwell. They persuade, then 
control. They affect, then command. 
They induce, then govern. Thousands 
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of them can possess one person. In St. 
Mark, chapter five, we are told of a 
case where Jesus cast thousands of 
demons out of one man. When asked 
what his name was, he said, “My name 
is Legion: for we are many.” A legion 
was six thousand. There was enough 
demons in that man to cause two 
thousand swine to go insane. We read 
of Mary Magdalene, “out of whom the 
Lord cast seven devils.” We can meas- 
ure the size of the body and tell its 
weight and limitations, but who knows 
the size of the soul and spirit but 
Him that made it? The soul and spirit 
have tremendous possibilities when 
possessed by either God or Satan. We 
are created that way. We can be a 
power for good or evil, depending on 
by whom we are possessed. 

To yield to sin is to invite a demon. 
Men are not slaves to passions but to 
demons. The demon works through the 
man’s desire. Men are conscious of an 
intelligence driving them on to acts 
of sin even against their will. That is 
demon possession. Sin has momentum. 
Demons have impelling force. 

Take the gambler. Why does he go 
again and again to offer bets? Why 
doesn’t he play a game and turn 
away? Why continue until all his 
money, property, even clothes are 
gone? From the great dens of vice 
where thousands are on the table, to 
the penny slot machine and punch 
board all are the same color and are 
gambling. All are the works of the 
devil and have the same end. 

Take the drunkard. From the social 
glass to bleary eyes, to the D. T.’s, to 
the drunkard’s grave. Why? Why not 
stop? Why the loss of money, health, 
loved ones, homes, friends, God, and 
your soul? There is no other explana- 
tion but that the demons and devils of 
hell are on that man’s trail. They have 
fooled him, deceived him, snared him. 
He is in their power. He is hopeless, 
gone, except for one thing—the pow- 
er of God through Jesus Christ can 
save him. Jesus breaks every fetter. 
He saves the worst and the most help- 
less. He is the Savior of all that call 
upon Him. He can save now. 

God help the poor dope fiend. First 
it was a little to relieve pain, then a

against hope. Despair wins. Conscience

gone. Moral virtue gone. Wrong is 
right. The end justifies the means. At 
last starved, naked, homeless, insane. 
Why? Played with fire, got burnt. To 
indulge in sin opens a way for a de- 
mon. Conscience screams at you but 
you silence it, and a demon enters 


your heart. From then on you are 4 
r 


your own. You are possessed. You a 
hopeless but for God and His mighty 
Son, Jesus Christ. 

Why be dishonest? Why have to 
take things? Little things, then more, 
then use that which is entrusted to us, 
then a gangster. Men don’t become 
gangsters overnight. It takes the in- 
fluence of the devil to turn a person 
into a criminal of any kind, from 
shoplifting to highway robbery. All 
are the same. God said, “Thou shalt 
not steal.” There is not a dishonest 
person in the world who is not direct- 
ly influenced by the devil. These 
things are not habits or passions only. 
They are more than that. They are 
demons. You invited sin in. You en- 
joyed it, loved it. But it fooled you. 
You are snared and held by it. 

Swearing is a habit, they say. Men 
say they swear without thinking. It is 
not so. A man cannot swear without 
thinking. If so, men would swear in 
the presence of refined ladies and 
ministers. But they don’t. Men swear 
because they have a devil in them. 
A demon of blasphemy. There is a 
damning thrill in breaking the com- 
mandments of God. God said, “Thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain, for the Lord will not 
hold him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain.” On the altar of men’s 
hearts is forged the blue blaze of bla 
phemy. The stony heart becomes a 
anvil on which the devil works ter- 
rible utterances of condemnation and 
defiance against God and man. Down 
through the slime and scum of sin- 
ful hearts God’s great name is 
plunged, to come up in the most de- 
spicable language. “Out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth.”

Text, Acts 16:25, “And at midnight 
Paul and Silas prayed, and sang 
praises unto God.” 


Every time a vial of perfume is 
opened it sends forth a sweet-smelling 
odor. When a sewer pipe is uncovered 
it sends forth an offensive odor. It is 
reasonable to expect this, because the 
nature of contents of same are so that 
no matter how much it is disturbed 
the former will continue to send forth 
a sweet odor and the latter an offen- 
sive odor. Psa. 71:6, “My praise shall 
be continually of thee,” the sinner, 
Prov. 6:14, “He deviseth mischief con- 
tinually; he soweth discord.” Could we 
visualize a man of the world beaten, 
bleeding, with his feet fastened in 
stocks, in prison, waiting for an angry 
mob to have some more fun at his ex- 
pense; would it be a likeable thing for 
him to send forth a song of praise? No, 
I think from what we know about a 
man of the world it would be a flow 
of bitterness, cursing, threatening, 
vowing vengeance against his tor- 
mentors. 

IT IS COMELY FOR THE UPRIGHT 
TO PRAISE THE LORD, PSA. 33:1 
The first place the word “praise” is 

mentioned in the Bible is in the words 

of Leah, the wife of Jacob. “Now I will 
praise the Lord,” Gen. 29:35. Her 
praise to God was uttered because He 
had done good unto her. In Judges 

5:1, we read another note of praise. 

This time it is uttered because the 

Lord has avenged the house of Israel. 

The people were willing to stand and 

praise the Lord in the morning and 

evening for bread and for the many 
different kinds of food He had given 
them. 1 Chron. 5:30. Job does not use 
the word in his entire book, but a very 
close companion to it. “Blessed be the 
name of the Lord,” Job 1:21. Many 
times in. the book of the one hundred 
and fiftieth Psalm, David praised the 

Lord for His greatness, love, and 

mercy, and for hearing his cry, and 

attending to his supplication. Hear 
him in Psalms 34, “His praise shall 
continually be in my mouth.” Again, 

42:4, “I went with them to the hotise 

of God, with the voice of joy and 

praise.” When his vocabulary was ex- 
hausted, his praise continued with the 
trumpet, harp, timbrel, stringed in- 
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struments, and the organ. When all 
the instruments were tuned to the 
praise of God, his praise had not 
reached the height of his adoration in 
voice or instrument. He included the 
dance. In the lives of godly men all 
down through the ages, praising God 
has been a blessed privilege, and no 
trial was able to stop them. 

Prophets, major and minor, have 
not dared to write the great things 
that God revealed to them, with- 
out including a note of praise. 
Hear the words of the great prophet 
Isaiah, “O Lord, thou art my God; I 
will exalt thee, I will praise thy 
name,” Isa. 25:1. Jeremiah’s words, 
“Sing unto the Lord. Praise ye the 
Lord.” Daniel’s, “I thank thee and 
praise thee, O thou God of my fath- 
ers.” Joel could not fail to say, “Praise 
the name of the Lord.” 

IF IT WERE POSSIBLE 

To call a meeting of the saints of 
God from righteous Abel to the blessed 
old man Simeon, who waited for the 
consolation of Israel, and could they 
meet at the house of God, their ex- 
periences would in many ways differ, 
their testimony would be of many ex- 
periences. No trial could be mentioned 
that had not come to the lives of 
some, and yet their praise has been 
one unified song of praise down 
through the ages. Could we hear them 
now, their voices would be one great 
chorus, PRAISE YE THE LORD, 
PRAISE THE LORD. . 

MORE VOLUME 

The announcement of the Savior’s 
coming was made by an angel in com- 
pany of a host of heavenly beings 
praising God. Luke 2:13. The an- 
nouncement brought great joy to the 
shepherds. As they returned to their 
flocks, they gave vent to their feel- 
ings, looking into heaven, glorifying 
and praising God, Luke 2:20. Jesus 
coming to the world did not bring this 
practice to a close but increased it to 
a greater fervency and an increased 
volume. The reason I have referred 
to this practice in the different ages, 
and by men under different circum- 
stances is that I might refer to men 
of today. If Jesus tarries and men of 
another day read the history of the 
Church of today, will it be filled with 





words of praise and adoration? Every 
expression of God’s power, love, and 
favor toward men has brought forth 
a volume of praise in former days. If 
praising God is comely for the up- 
right, surely it is reasonable that His 
children today ought to praise Him. 
We are in the camp of the righteous 
and every way we turn we see the 
blessed things that God has endowed 
us with. Surely we can keep the song 
of praise continuing. 


THE REASON OF OUR PRAISE 

Has many more items listed in the 
category than men of other ages. “Go 
having provided some better thing for 
us,” Heb. 11:40. First, He shed His 
blood; second, one of the Godhead 
sent to dwell in us; third, His inter- 
cession at the throne; fourth, that 
we might have life MORE ABUN- 
DANTLY; fifth, victory over death; 
sixth, proof of the resurrection. These 
are items added to our list and many 
more could be mentioned that I have 
not mentioned. One outstanding fact 
is, that “He will supply all our need 
according to his riches in glory.” Phil. 
4:19. Can we say the early Church had 
any more to praise the Lord for than 
we? Have any of the blessings been 
withdrawn? I believe everything 
that is offered in the grace of God is 
still listed in the catalog. If the life 
has received the benefits of grace that 
are listed in the gospel, and our soul 
is filled with the love of God, we know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life. If it is God in us and God 
around us; if we are God-purchased, 
dead to sin, sanctified, and set apart 
unto good works, it is no uncommon 
thing that His praise shall be contin- 
ually in our mouth. Some seem to 
think there is no use to praise the 
Lord to the excess in any way, that 
you ought to be reserved and refrain 
from going to the extreme. The nerves 
of some are so easily excited that they 


can’t stand an overamount of son 


(especially in the church). I don’ 
think the noise of praise has ever dis- 
turbed real godly people. 


THE NIGHT PAUL AND SILAS 
WERE IN JAIL 

Was the night following a day of 
mocked trial. They had been persecut- 
ed, beaten, and whipped; they had not 
a word of encouragement, no first aid 
to care for their bleeding backs. As far 
as they could see their ministry had 
come to an end. THEIR LOVE FOR 
GOD AND HIS CAUSE led them into 
this trial. Notice their love for God 
and His cause. This kind have a great-

er vision than many professed Chris- 
tians have. In an hour when forsaken 
by the world, they opened their hearts. 
What came out? Not cursings or words 
of hatred, BUT A SONG OF PRAISE. 
You that have nothing to praise the 
Lord for, go over, take a look at two 
men full of God, in a dark, cold jail 
singing praise to God. The reason it 
is so easy for men like this to praise 
God, they have not forgotten that they 
were purged from their old sins. They 
realize that the price paid for their 
redemption was greater than they 
could ever match in suffering. Just 
one look at the face of the Savior on 
Calvary, and the crown of thorns, and 
one sound of His groaning, and to 
think that it was all done for them, 
and the old jail faded out, their backs 
with their bloody stripes was no com- 
plaint now. He had heard from heaven 
and came right down to be with them 

in their suffering, assuring them of 
@:: ever-abiding presence. Paul must 
have been inspired to write, “If you 
suffer with me, you shall also reign 
with me,” while going through a trial 
like this. After a prayer and a song 
of praise, the Lord proved to them 
that He was near by, taking control 
of the situation. He brought deliver- 
ance in His way, and in less time than 
it takes to tell it, they were telling the 
old jailer of the way of life. 


COURTING HIS FAVOR OR MAKING 
EXCUSES 
If God is to be great in our lives, we 


. will have to court His favor. We can 
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not idle our time away or take all our 
time in courting ourselves and the 
world. You may have a job that takes 
every day in the week or six days, 
then when the day dawns for us to 
gather at the house of God, your pay 
check in your pocket, six days spent 
for yourself, you pull the cover up 
over your face. Oh, how you begin to 
pity yourself for being imposed upon. 
How hard you have worked. In a lit- 
tle while you are feeling so bad. 
You have had so great a fight 
with your conscience you just re- 
lax. You do not say it in words, but 
here is what could be said, no doubt, 
“The Sunday School is not what it 
used to be. I have not been attending 
very often, but the last time I was 
there I didn’t get any good out of the 
lesson at all. It doesn’t seem like the 
editor can write with the inspiration 
he did a few years ago, and our broth- 
er preacher has lost the zip. His mes- 
sage used to thrill my soul. What a 
feast it was, but now his message is so 
long and dry, and he never says any- 
thing that feeds my soul any more. 
The church has lost its power.” 


If the church depends on this kind 
of people, with this kind of a vision, to 
pray an old-time revival down, we will 
never have another one. About the 
only time this kind ever complain 
about having to work, is when they 
are asked to take some responsibility 
in the church, or their duty to God is 
referred to. The only good times ever 
referred to is what happened fifteen 
or twenty years ago. If there is one 
whose favor we must win, surely it is 
God. The house of God is the most at- 
tractive place on earth to earnest, sin- 
cere children of God. It’s a relief to 
those that have set their affections 
on things above, to be relieved of their 
labor and have the privilege to as- 
semble with the saints of God, to sing 
and shout the praises of God and tell 
Him how much you love Him, where 
you can hide away from the humdrum 
and the filthy talk, cursing and ugly 
sights you are confronted with in the 
world today. The happiest moments in 
our lives are the ones that are filled 
with praise and adoration to God. You 
may have changed your mind but I 
still think the house of God is the 
grandest place on earth. No wonder 
David said, “I was glad when they said 
unto me, Let us go into the house of 
the Lord.” 


If men have praised God all down 
through the ages in all kinds of ad- 
verse circumstances, and the devil and 


all his host could not stop them, in 
famines, jails, and pits, and when 
every thing that could possibly be 
done to defeat them was hurled 
against them, O 1945 saints of God, 
are we going to let the praise of God 
die in the camp? are we going to let 
that good heavenly feeling leave us? 
IT ALL BELONGS TO US. Let’s defy 
the devil and all his force until there 
is a volume of praise and glory go- 
ing up and He thrills our soul with 
His power and presence.

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A RETROSPECTIVE OF OUR 1944 
TRAVEL ITINERARY 


J. H. INGRAM, Field Representative 
Introduction 


Several brethren who attended the 
General Assembly in Columbus, Ohio, 
asked me why I had not been writing 
more articles for the Evangel. My 
answer was that we had a full-time 
Mission Secretary and, with all the 
reports coming in from the field, it 
was not necessary. One particular 
brother was so worried because of my 
long silence that he said he was afraid 
I had pulled out of the Church. Well, 
as yet, you have not read my obituary 
in the Church of God Evangel. I have 
been with the Church of God for 
nearly a quarter of a century and I 
expect one of you brethren to preach 
my funeral, if I am called before Je- 
Sus comes. It could be my misfortune, 
however, to go down in a plane at sea, 
or be pulled under by the vortex of a 
sinking ship. That matters little, if I 
am ready to go, as the result would 
amount to the first stage of our jour- 
ney to the general assembly in the 
skies by way of paradise. Now, in con- 
clusion of this long preliminary, may 
it suffice to say that we shall only be 
able to make very brief mention of 
our travels with the exception of my 
trip to Puerto Rico, which I should 
like to outline in more detail. 


A CONDENSED SCHEDULE 

During the past Assembly year I 
have traveled about thirty thousand 
miles stretched across about one-third 
of the globe, reaching from San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, to Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
traversing twenty-one states, Mexico, 
Cuba, Haiti, and the Dominican Re- 
public en route. 

Before leaving for the hot, tropical 
climate, I made a trip into the cold, 
snowy mountains of Pennsylvania for 
a meeting with Brother Thomas Pul- 
lin, a missionary overseer from Cen- 
tral America. This conference resulted 
in another meeting with the Mission 
Board, at which time Brother Pullin 
decided to cast his lot with the Church 
of God. He and Sister Pullin are now 
back in Guatemala where they 
brought in a number of missions rep- 
resenting the results of their labors 
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over a period of twenty or more years. 
Brother and Sister Pullin have been 
cooperating with us in the work 
for the past ten: years. We are 
very glad to have them in full 
fellowship with us. They have three 
lovely daughters, Dorothy, Alice, and 
Martha who stayed in the States. 
Dorothy is employed as a stenographer 
and Spanish translator in our Foreign 
Missions Department in Cleveland, 
Tennessee, and Alice and Martha are 
attending school. 

My trip to Pearl Harbor was very in- 
teresting. I traveled on a big troop 
transport loaded with soldiers bound 
for the Pacific war zone. While in 
Hawaii the Lord helped us to solve 
some very important problems which 
affected the work there with our 
brethren. We were flown back to the 
mainland by the Navy Air Transport 
Service on the trans-Pacific clipper 
“California.” We flew across at night 
in order to avoid the possibility of 
becoming a target for enemy guns. 

My next trip was to the West Indies 
where I had wonderful fellowship with 
Brother and Sister Case, Brother and 
Sister Herron and Brother and Sister 
Blanco, our brother and co-worker 
who was once a priest in the Roman 
Catholic Church. Recently, the Lord 
has begun to pour out the Holy Ghost 
upon the people where our mission- 
aries are laboring in Cuba, and Broth- 
er and Sister Blanco, as well as some 
others of our workers, have received 
the baptism. I forgot to mention that 
these people are working in and 
around Santiago de Cuba. We visited 
them on our return from Puerto Rico. 

We visited the work under Brother 
and Sister Kluzit in Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic. The blessings of 
God were upon His people there in a 
marked degree. Since the churches 
have been opened to the general pub- 
lic, the work in Haiti has taken on 
new life. Now that Brother and Sis- 
ter Archer are taking over the work 
in the Dominican Republic, Brother 
and Sister Kluzit will have more time 
to devote to caring for the work in 
Haiti. We are expecting a glowing re- 
port from there. 

We lost a very faithful missionary 
in the person of our dear Sister Favre, 


who was called in death just before 
we arrived. Brother Favre, her hus- 
band, is still carrying on and we found 
him to be very lovely and a very con- 
secrated character. 


OUR PUERTO RICAN MISSION 

Puerto Rico, one of our insular pos- 
sessions, was ceded to the United 
States by Spain on August 12, 1898, 
following the war with the latter 
named country. The island comprises 
an area of 3, 606 square miles and the 
population has nearly doubled under 
American administration. In 1899 the 
number of inhabitants was 953,243, 
whereas in 1940 the population was 
listed at 1,869,255. Almost everyone 
speaks some English but Spanish is 
better understood and it is, therefore, 
the most commonly spoken language. 
Before the American occupation, the 
Church of Rome dominated in reli- 
gious affairs and exercised undue 
political influence, with few Protes- 
tant missionaries on the Island. The 
situation changed after the war with 
Spain. The evangelical missionaries 
followed close on the heels of the 
army of liberation. Protestantism has 
become so firmly established that it 
has become a spiritual force which 
cannot be waved aside by the enemy. 
I have passed through Puerto Rico on 
other occasions, traveling by plane to 
and from the West Indies and South 
America, but this is our first effort to 
try to establish the Church of God. 
Though started in a small way, we 
have great hopes for the future of the 
work. 


When I arrived in San Juan a tropi-® 
e 


cal storm was raging and I was unabl 
to get very far away from my hotel for 
about a week. In the meantime, I 
spoke on one occasion in the mission 
conducted by our esteemed missionary 
overseers, Rev. and Mrs. E. E. Adams, 
where a brother by the name of Vellon 
heard me preach. He became in- 
terested in the message. A few days 
later as I was leaving the hotel I met 
Brother Vellon accompanied by Rev. 
Fabriciano Picon, who is one of the 
directors of the Evangelicals (of 
Puerto Rico) United for Action. At the 
time I met Brother Picon he was on

t that feels the deep vibrations that 
| stir in the heart of everyone. 

The interest shown here at our 
school has led us to believe that there 
is a deep cry for more and better un- 
derstanding for efficient leaders in 
the various channels where one will 
be called to serve. We know that only 
God can bestow the priceless talent 
of understanding music in its entire 
form. Most master musicians realize 
this, and bow in grateful reverence. 

For centuries music has been used 
as a medium in the church for praise 
to God. Music should be known and 
loved in the home and also in school 
and in business and social life, yes in- 
deed, everywhere human voices are 
found. 

Music can be used to minister to the 
human need, whether physical, men- 
tal or spiritual. This it does in a way 
all its own. 

Some of us here at Bible School are 
praying for a pipe organ in order that 
more love and deeper appreciation of 
music can be taught still better; and 
that, through these media, a greater 
respect for a place of worship and 
more reverence and awe towards God 
can be instilled into our student body.

lar as long as there are those who wish 

to worship God in song as well as 
prayer. Our answer is that our God 
| owns the universe and He can and 

will give us the best if we will use it 
only for His glory. 

There are those also who tell us that 
our present auditorium is not suitable 
for the installation of a pipe organ 
and again we reply that our God is 
able to give us a building in which to 
house the organ and to worship Him. 
We need a large church on _ the 
school grounds where students can go 
to pray at all times and to worship 
together at regular periods.

This 
number included the church pastored 
by Brother Picon and the one presided 
over by Brother Lorenzo D. Balcasa.

Brother 
Balcasa was serving on the Board of 
Directors at the Latin Bible Institute 
operated by the Federation of Chris- 
tian Churches. The membership of 
the churches that took fellowship with 
us averaged about fifty members per 
congregation. To be more exact, the 
first three classes organized registered 
a total of one hundred and forty-seven 
members. With the combined efforts 
of Brother C. E. French and wife, in 
addition to the cooperation of these 
loyal Puerto Rican brethren, we may 
well expect the number of churches 
and missions to double before another 
Assembly rolls around. 

Porto Rico, or Puerto Rico, means 
“Rich Port” in the Spanish language 
and in a way, it is true, both spiritual- 
ly and naturally. It has a very agree- 
able climate to be in the tropical zone. 
The temperature ranges from torrid to 
temperate, depending on whether one 
chooses to live on the hot coastal 
plains or in the mountains that are 
about a mile high in places. The 
Puerto Rican people are very indus- 
trious and spiritually inclined. They 
have progressed in a notable way un- 
der United States administration and 
have built fine hard-surfaced roads 
that form a network of highways 
reaching all important places 
throughout the Island. There is also 
a good railroad reaching nearly 
around the Island. 

As affects the Lord’s work, a Pente- 
costal-Holiness revival has been in 
progress for some years and it hardly 
has had an equal, considering the 
number of people included in the pop- 
ulation. Some of the Christian groups 
have had big outpourings of the Spirit, 
with many of their members and even 
ministers baptized in the Holy Ghost, 
with the initial evidence of speaking 
in other tongues according to the pat- 
tern in Acts 2:4. 

So let us get behind our Puerto 
Rican missionaries and workers with 
our prayers and finance until they be- 
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support.
